In order to be a volunteer, you must be: . 

— able to speak and read English; 

— willing to spend one or two hours a week with | 
your student. 


Each ESL course provides home instruction through 
audio-cassette tapes, student workbooks, answer 
keys, and a detailed tutor’s guide. In addition, a 
qualified ESL teacher, appointed by ILc, provides 


guidance through assignment evaluation and regular 
telephone conversations with your student. “4
